dangerously low over the streets. 
Parade Blocked 
A fter De Gaulle had passed the 
crowd closed in and blocked us for 
20 m inutes We had gone only a 
few hundred yards fa rth e r when 
we were halted again in front of 
the M oritz hotel in fro n t of the 
Tuileries gardens. By th is tim e 
Gen De Gaulle w as m any blocks 
ahead, alm ost inside N otre Dame.

^ Times, reviewing a biography of Ban­ 


croft, the historian, writes: “The twenti­ 
eth century, with its abundant evidence 


that humanity can revert to ferocious bar­ 


barism as readily as it can inch forward 


toward Utopia, would have been a shat­ 


tering blow to George Bancroft’s entire 


philosophy of life and history.’* 
It might be a shattering blow to almost 


anyone who keenly surveys these times, 


considering the calmness and peace which 
seemed to prevail over nearly all the earth 


before Germany and Japan broke loose— 


and the actual situation right now. The 


“ferocious barbarism” is present on two 


great battlefields, which together cover 


most of the world. 
How deep-seated is this barbarism, and 


how extensive, and how long will it last? 


Every thoughtful person would like to 
know. War itself, even while in good 


hands it aims to end existing wars, may 


find them widening, and wrong-minded 
men may start wars which seemingly have 


no end. 


The only remedy apparently is a strong, 


continuous organization of nations for 
peace, such as was sought at the end of 


the last great war, but failed for lack of 
political and racial unity. It is something 


which all men and women of intelligence 
and good will should be thinking about. 


ASH ING TON— The

son is a long story but an important one,

DIET AND HEALTH 
The Dramatic W ar 
Against Diphtheria 


Bt LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


THE AM ERICAN M escal Aa- 
•ociation has for m any years re­ 
ported the death* from diphtheria 
over the U n.ted State*. The 1943 
report has not yet been printed. 
B ut in 1942 there was no report

because th^re were no deaths from 
djphther.a in the United States. 
This is probably the m ost im­ 
portant medical event of the dec­ 
ade. 
It throws the sulfa drug* 
and penicillin into the shade. It 
is a truly epoch-making advance. 
If you had told a practitioner of 
medicine rn 1890 that such a result 
was going to be accomplished he 
would not have believed one word 
of it, even a then 
up-to-date 
practitioner who was in the van­ 
guard of progress on the then new 
germ theory and all it would ac­ 
complish for the human race. 
I select the year 1890 because 
th a t was ju st before diphtheria 
antitoxin for treatm ent Aas intro­ 
duced. At th at time the average 
death rate from diphtheria was 
50 per 100,000 in the United 
States. The curative value of 
diphtheria antitoxin cut the death 
rate until by 1920 it was 13 per 
100,000. 


Diphtheria Treatment 
T hat was the first great step 
in diphtheria control. It wa* due 
to effective means of treath tnt 
after diphtheria had invaded. 
The second great step wa^ in 
prevention of diphtheria, so that 
nobody would catch it and th a t 
was by the use of diphtheria tox­ 
oid. This can be said to have been 
begun about 1920. It was then 
that health departm ents began a 
systematic campaign cf preven­ 
tion in children of the pre-scnooi 
age. 
See what this second s te p - the 
preventive step-—has accomplish­ 
ed. In 1920 the m ortality was 13. 
By 1930 it was 5. By 1940 it was 
less than one per 100,000 of the 
population. And in 1942 it was 
zero. No wonder the practitioner 
of 1890 would regard such a mir­ 
acle as impossible. 
The result has been accom­ 
plished not by any sudden disrov- 
ery in science, but by the patient 
education of the public, so th at 
they would accept the enforce­ 
ment of this health measure on all 


children not only graciously but 
gratefully. 
Enforcem ent is the rule row 
and one might say th a t an article 
such as this addressed as an ap­ 
peal to parents to be sure their 
children are protected before they 
first enter school is unnecessary 
because health officers will take 
the job off their hands and do it 
anyway. But in answer to th a t it 
mu t be recognized th a t eternal 
vigilance is the price of safety. 
When the danger has been re­ 
duced to alm ost nothing, indiffer­ 
ence begins and even active op­ 
position. But the germ s of diph­ 
theria do not relax 
vigilance. 
Hiding in some carrier’s throat 
or nasal secretions, they lit ready 
to break out at the alightest sug­ 
gestion of letting down the bar*. 
In some states the e a rn e r rate is 
6 per cent of the population. 
Besides for the education of the 
parents it is necessary because 
the danger of diphtheria is g reat­ 
est in the pre-school ages— 60 per 
cent of cases occur in those under 
5 years of age. No age, however, 
is completely immune. The recom­ 
mendation of most authorities, 
based on wide experience is that 
the best time for diphtheria tox­ 
oid prevention is 
between 
six 
months and one year of age. The 
babies stand ut even better then 
than later. Although, indeed, there 
is little to stand because reactions 
to the toxoid are infrequent, lo­ 
cal and mild, although some fever 
and malaise may occur on the 
day following the innoc ilations, 
especially in older children.
